Animated, they truſt, in ſome degree, by theſe motives, and 
to remove, as far as they can, theſe unhappy diſadvantages, 
which numbers of our poor labour under; many perſons have 


entered into a Society and Subſcription to diſtribute the ſacred 


Scriptures, and other good books, amongſt them, as one of the 


moſt effectua methods, in their apprehenſion, under the . bleſſing. 
of GOD, to'bring them acquainted with the truth- as it is in 


JESUS, and render them wiſe to ſalvation.

As hereby many neceſſitous families, who are unable to pur · 
chaſe theſe helps themſelves, will be kindly ſupplied with them 
by the bounty of others; ſo it will not be the leaſt pair of the 


bleſſing, that the riſing generation among them will be furniſh- 
ed with ſuch books as are beſt ſuited to their tender years: by 


means of which it is to be hoped, that under the divine influence, 
the tendencies of corrupt nature may receive a timely check; and 


the powerful influence of vicious examples, in theſe ſinful times, 
be more effectually guarded againſt; their future perverſion from 


the principles of the Proteſtant religion, to the errors and cor- 
ruptions of Popety, be happily prevented; and their precious 
fouls be early ſeaſoned with a laſting tincture of piety and virtue.

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nerous benefactors, - who kindly ail them i in providing food and

I. HE deſign of this faclery bong to promote Religious 
Knowledge among the Poor, by giving them Bibles, 
Teſtameats, and other good books, where moſt needed and 
likely to be improved ; it is agreed that the Society ſhall be ſup. 
ported by an annual ſubſcription of the members, together wich 
the donations and legacies of all who are ee to cantribute 

towards it. Sr 
II. That no member ſhall ſubſeribe leſs "Kin a guinea; j ob every 
ſubſcriber pay (at leaſt) one guinea at the time of his or her en- 
trance as a preſent for the uſe of the Society; that every ſub- 
ſcriber of one guinea beentitled to a nomination, of books in his 
or 
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har a ſubſcriber of; a e ue mom be entitled to a nomination | of 
ſuch value as is in that proportion. ; 
III. That the ſociety ſhall meet the firſt Wedueſtday ine every manth, 
at Founders-Hall, in Lothbury,'(or ſuch other place as the ſociety 
fall appoint, ) at ſeven clock during the ſummer half. year, and 
at fix during the winter; that the number of ſeven be judged 
Hiffjcient a quarter of an hour after the faid time, and the num- 
ber of three at half an hour after, to proceed to buſineſs that the 
meetings in January, April, July, and Octeber, be deemed quar- 
terly ; that no perſon become a member without being propo- 
fed at one meetiag, ia order to his or her bring admitted the 
next; that every per ſon, making a prelent of twenty pounds to 
tne ſociety, be, upon payment of the money, deemed a member 
for life, and entitled to-a parcel of books of forty ſhillings va- 
me in the uſual rotation, and fo in proportion for any larger 
- num; that every member be defired to attend the meetings of 
the ſociety ; that before every quarterly meeting , printed ſum- 
monſes be ſent to all reſiding within the bills af s tiny. ; pad 
that the rules of the ſociety be read at every quagerly. meeting 
and the letters, Sc. at the monthly meetings. | 
IV. Thar a chairman ſhall be choſen at every meeting ; ; "I 1. be 
a miniſter and a layman alternately; that every meeting be open- 
ed with prayer; that when a miniſter is preſent he be deſired to 
do it; and chat each of the firſt five perſons preſent at thole | 
* Hiestfrgs of the ſociety that are not quartetly, be entitled to one of 
the Society's large Bibles, Provided Juch perſon attends before 
" buſineſs begins. 
V. That a Pre. ifurer, Bookſeller, Secretary, and Collector, hall be 
annually choſen the firſt Vedneſday in Januar); (hotice thereof to 
n given in the ſummonſes for ſuch quarterly meeting; ) chat the 
3 Treaſure, '

"Fe: afurer, Seeretaty, and Colle&or, be members of the ſociety ; 
and that a committee be appointed annually ro audit the Trea- 
ſurer's accounts and report them to the ſociety. 

VI. That books ſhall be conſtantly provided wherein to inſert the 
names of the ſubſcribers, the ſums ſubſcribed, an account how 
the money is from time to time applied, the books purchaſed 
and diſpoſed of, the letters received, and all other matters te- 


lating to the ſociety. 

VII. That al! money, received by the Secretary, Collector, or any 
other member, for the uſe of the ſociety, ſhall be paid into the 
hands of the Treafurer, by him to be diſburſed in their ſer vice; 


and that the Secretary take minutes of all tranfactions at the ſe- 


veral meetings, which minutes he ſhall read betont Fe chairman 


leaves the chair. 

VIII. That there fhall be an annual feritidi FE for the Bebefit 
of this charity, at what time, in what place, and by What mini- 
ſter, the ſociety ſhall think proper; that the members dine toge- 

ther the day the ſaid ſermon is preached; that eight or more 
ſtewards be annually appointed for that purpoſe; and that the 
ſte wards for the time being be the committee for aa wr the 
treaſurer's accounts for the current year. 

| IX. Thar no book ſhall be received as a gift, be purchaſed to be 

given away, or, being already approved of, be rejected and caſt 
out of the ſociety ; unleſs with the unanimous conſent” of the 

members at a ſecond quarterly meeting, after having been firſt 
propoſed at a former; and that, in the printed ſummonſes for 
ſuch fecond quarterly meeting, the propoſal for the reception, 
purchaſe, or rejection, of the ſaid book; be expreſsſy mentioned. 

X. That ten or more nominations ſhall be diſtributed monthly to 

the ſeveral members in the order they ſtand on the liſt; that it 

is expected of every member, being in arrears the whole annual 


lubſcription, that he pays the ſame bee e receives the nomi- 
nation 
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nation he may become entitled to in rotation; that the follow- 


ing notice ſnall be ſent to every one ene to a nomination, 
viz. A parcel of Books will be at your diſpoſal that evening, which it 


is expefted you claim in per ſon, or by written order, within four months, 


.... the written order to be ſent to the ſociety, or their Secretary, other- 
Cad wiſe, the nomination will lapſe to the ſociety ; and that a ſubſcriber 


in the country or foreign parts may empower a member to re- 
ceive his books as often as allotted, without further notice. 


XI. That he uſual paper with the ſociety's title, ſnall be printed 
and paſted within the cover of all their bound books; that the 


bookſeller do deliver the ſeveral nominations upon a proper war- 


rant under the Treaſurer's hand being produced; that the war- 
tant ſhall be to — or bearer; and that a perſon having received 


the Treaſurer's warrant, and neglecting to demand che books. 


within four months from the date thereof; do forfeit the nomina- 


tion to the ſociety; (this to be noted at the bottom of the warrant.) 


XII. That the carriage of the ſeveral nominations ſent into the 


country from the bookſeller ſhall be defrayed by the ſociety; 
and that an intimation be ſent with them, that i it is expected an 
acknowledgement of their having been received ſhall be tranſ- 
mitted to the ſecretary to be laid before the ſociety. 


XIII. That an account of the ſociety, containing a ſuitable preface, 
the rules, a liſt of the ſubſcribers, a ſtate of its accounts, a pro- 
per Form for a donation by will, extracts of letters, andthe names, 
numbers, and prices, of the books given away, ſhall be annually 


printed in quarto; and that the ſociety's accounts be ſtated from 


_ Midſummer | to Midſummer er and be audited previous 
to printing. 
XIV. That whatever be thought n = the Father conducting 


and carrying on this charity, ſhall be determined by the majori- 
tv at the monthly meetings; and that the tranſactions of the laid 


meetings be read at the next quarterly one.
